Durius the preparations the bride 


was not wii'ing to be married. She 
feared she was to bo married to some 
blanketed buck, and such a husband 
did not in the least suit her progres- 
sive ideas. Her objections were- t<ut 
taken into consideration by the rela- 
tives, and little attention was paid 
to her. 


The day for the wedding arrived, 


and all the Indians were In attendance 
at the Indian camp near Pawhuska. 
They had arrived several days before 
fhe dat*, and were eajoyins a season 
of feasting, t'pon the morning of the 
wedding day. all the ladians attired 
themselves in their gaudiest blankets, 
put on their best paint and biightest 
featners. The bride was taken from 
her home to the tcct of a neighbor, 
and there the squaws dressed her !n 
the wed'ling finery 
This was all done 


according to the custom of ages, and

Hackert re- 
cently returned from the Newburg

with a butcher knife. He kept run- 
ning around the room, until he drop- 
ped over in the corner.

laid still and cried until mamma came. 
Both children were nearly crazed by

As nearly as can be judsc^d HacXr*-t 


died at 10 p. tn. after a oarJacal af- 
bauch of blood, which lasted an hour.
